The description should have been brought into conformity with the new claims to be 
filed; care should be taken during revision, especially of the introductory portion 
including any statements of problem or advantage, not to add subject-matter which 
extends beyond the content of the application as originally filed (Art. 34 2) b)). 

2. To meet the requirements of Rules 6 3 b) the independent claim should have been 
properly cast in a two part form, with those features which in combination are part of 
the nearest prior art being placed in the first part. 

3. To meet the requirements of Rule 5.1 a vi, the cited documents should have been 
identified in the description and the relevant background art therein is to be indicated. 

4. The features of the claims should have been provided with reference signs placed in 
parentheses (Rule 6.2(b) PCT). 

Re Item VIII. 

1 . Claims 1 and 1 0 are not clear since an essential feature is not claimed. Indeed, to be 
able to work properly the set of adapter is always composed in the present case of 
two elements, the fist element being the interchangeable drive coupling (134b) and 
the second element being the interchangeable release element (155). Both 
interchangeable elements have to be exchanged simultaneously to permit a correct 
working of the injection device. Therefore, the interchangeable release element (155) 
should also have been claimed in claims 1 and 1 0 since it is considered to be an 
essential feature (C-lll 4.4 PCT).
